Ottawa, May 10.--The House appar- 
etly insists on talking about one rail- 
way or another. Psc force of habit is 
so great that when the G.T.P.is hung 
up for a few days a jerkwater raiij- 
way in the Northwest becomes the 


subject of discussion. Two «days 


which might have been spent profit- 
ably in supply have been squandered 
on the shortcomings of the Qu’Ap- 
pelle, Long Lake and Saskatchewan 
Railway which runs from Regina ta 
Prince Albert. 

For the last two months the Q., L. 
L., and S. has been up against the or- 


der of nature. The spring freshets 


have carried away a bridge and the 
mail service, for which the railway 
gets $80,000 a year from the govern- 
ment, has gone to the bow-wows. 
Davis of Saskatchewan says that the 
mails wouldn’t matter so much if the 
females. who travel on the road were 
treated properly. H+ draws a har- 
rowing picture of the discomforts a 
passenger on the Q@., L. L. and S. 
must undergo. Immigrants who have 
the misfortune to buy tickets over 
this line are in great danger of be- 
ing frozen” The management of the 
railway wiil not build fires in the 
ears save eunder orders from the 
Northwest Mounted Police. 

But these hardships are of minor 
significance to Scott of Assiniboia and 
Davis of Saskatchewan. What they 
want to know is what Osler of Tor- 
onto did with the railway. Did he 
get away with it or did he not?

His firm 
sells the lands on a percentage, but 
he is not what you might call a share 
holder. In short, Mr. Osler is a, direc- 
tor of both companies because he is 


the only man who bas a full know-‘ 


ledge of how tke wheels go round. 

The senior member for West Tor- 
onto protests that there is no need 
for the peeple of the Northwest to 
lock up their railways over night. He 
wouldn’t lay hands on one—excepi on 
sommissijin—for the wealth of the 
Indies. He was called on by Sir John 
Macdonald to finance the railway 
when it was in desperate straits, and 
he did it to the best of his ability.

Mr. Osler is not the man who uses 
soft amswers to turn away wrath. 
On the contrary, he puts an edge on 
his remarks which rufles the temper 
of the House. Im a word, Mr. Osler 
carries the ways and habits of a stock 
market bear into the proceedings of 
parliament and the rusult is a great 
deal of turbulence and disorder.

teresting article on Japan, which coun- 
try he visited last summer :— 

The present war raging in the Far 
East between the “Tight Little Island- 
ers” of the Pacific and tha oppressive j 
Russians, ig the topic for much argu- 
ment and opinion. Those who have 
not had the privilege of visiting the 
beautiful isiands of Japan, ‘‘the land 
ef the rising sun,” wonder how such 
& small nation can withstand and even 
overwhelm the mighty forces of Rus- 
Sila. The success of the Japanese can 
_be Summed up in three words, ie.:— 
“tove of country.” 
a most toyal people and life to them 
i§ @ mere nothing when the welfare 
of their country is at stake. A Japan- 
esé mother, so unlike an Buropean 
mother, who would mourn the loss of 
a son in battie, rejoices over the fact 
that her son had lest his life in -‘de- 
fence of kis or her couniry. It is also 
a part cf the Japanese religion for ev- 
cry man to fight for his country if 
needs be. 

The Japanese’ success may also be 
attributed to the fact that 
they are a very intelligent class of! 
Ppecple and ever. rea iy to learn. Some 
peopie are apt to judge Japan by the 
class of Japanese that come to this 
country. These men are not the high 
Ciass and educated people but are rath- 
er what is known in the Orient as the 
“Coolies,” the lowest class of laborers. 

‘he writer had the privilege of vis- 
iting Japan last year and while there 
he could but nytice the thoroughly 
military manner in which the Japanese 
army is conducted. They are accurate 
and swift in every movement which 
a1rone gives them power over the slow- 
er moving Russians. 

Japan hes been making very rapid 
Strides towards civilization during the 
past few years and is continuing to 
grasp the Engiish and American ideas. 
The English and American schools and 
colleges are educating thcusands of 
young Japanese, Who after mastering 
the mysteries connected with engineer- 
ing, electricity, scienc2, medicine, law 
etc, go back to their own country, 
where they either practice their pro- 
fession or teach in the many universi- 
ties of Japan. 

It is very likely that the war will 
be the mears of introducing horses in- , 
to some sectins of Japan. At the pres- 
mnt time th’s reble animal is not in 
use whatscever. The streets are so 
narrow that it would be impossible for 
a great many horses to be used.
